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Gold mining booms once again

TWIN FALLS - There’s gold in 
them thar hills. 

Newly discovered gold«bcaring op 
cas in Nevada may as rich as the 
gold fields of South Africa, said 
Lecndert Krol, director of invest* 
ment relations with Newmont Gold 
Co. in Elko. 

The Nevada discovery, higher 
gold prices and a chemical leaching 
process have brought a new gold 
ni^ to the mountains of the West, 
including the South Hills. 

Discoveryof the new ore has led to 
more exploration, which in turn has 
led to more discoveries, Krol said. 
The relatively cheap recovery pro- 
cess and the promise of rich ore 
have attracted other mining compa- 


nies to the area, and entrepreneurs 
have started companies \o mine the 
new-found mother lode. 

The new miners are extracting 
gold from ore that old-time prospec- 
tors couldn't even see. But the new 
methods are less damaging to the en- 
vironment than the old placer min- 
ing process that washed away whole 
hillsides in search of the elusive met- 
al, said George Boucher, Elko Coun- 
ty manager. 

Information about the Nevada dis- 
covery is scanty. Newmont Gold 
would talk only guardedly about the 
discovery that has turned Elko into a 
boomtown. 

-- The company-owns mineral rights 
on more than 200,000 acres in north- 
central Nevada. 

The process that, coupled with 
high gold prices, has brought mimng 


back to Nevada and Idaho uses a 
cyanide solution to leach gold from 
crushed ore. 

The Idaho Gold Co. started a test 
operation in October of a mine using 
this process in the Lava Creek Held 
westof Areo. 

The mine so far has produced 200 
to 400 ounces of gold and about 1,600 
to 1,800 ounces of silver. Gold cur- 
rently sells for about 1415 per ounce. 
The recovery cost could bo as much 
as $300 per ounce of gold, said Collin 
Fay, project engineer for Idoho 
Gold. 

The test phase includes mining 
and processing about 30,000 tons of 
limestone ore, which should be done 
by January. Fay said.

Field rcsxilts havc borne out lab 


studies, he said. The company ex- 
pected to recover TO to 75 percent of 
the gold in the ore ond about 50 per- 
cent of the silver. To get the remain- 
ing metal but would cost more than 
the metal is worth, he said. 

The compony plans to build a full- 
scale processing plant next ycor to 
process up to 700’000 tons of ore an- 
nually.. 

When Idaho Gold Co. stops mining, 
the cyonidc solution and leaching 
areo will be nci^rolized using a solu- 
tion similor to swimming pool chlo- 
rine or hydrogen peroxide, Pay said. 
The area will be recontoured and

DOE cleanup cost 
proves staggering

WASHINGTON - In the four 
decades since the Manhattan Project 
and the development of the atomic 
bomb, the government has spent 
about $250 billion (in 1968 dollarsi 
building and equipping a massive 
complex to assemble nuclear 
weapons. In the next four decades, 
according to DOE estimates, it will 
need to spend almost that much to 
clean up the mess it has created. 

Adding to the financial crunch ore 
replacement costs for some of the 
most expensive plants. 

The department estimates it mII 
cost $35 billion to &15 billion to build 
new plants, including two production 
rcoctors to replace aging units at the 
Savannah River Plant. The figure 
also includes a Special Isotope Sepa- 
ration plant, to be built in Idaho, that 
will recover waste plutonium. 

~ The issue is thnping UDji s one of 
the major budget decisions for the 
President elect George Bush, who 
not only pledged to maintain a 
strong defense but olso promised to 
meet environmental issues head-on. 

The subjects are joined at the 
weapons plants, which arc critical to 
maintaining n nuclear deterrent — 
and are virtual mu.scums of environ- 
mental misbehavior. 

DOE has informed Congress that 
it will need up to $45 billion to build ' 
rcpioccmcnts for some of its aging

bomb factories, more than the cost 
of the space shuttle program. But de- 
partment officials and others famil- 
iar with the complex said that the 
real fiscal nightmare is not the cost 
of new construction — it is the virtu- 
oily open • ended cost of cleaning up 
after the old plants. 

From one coast to the other, the 
government’s bomb reservaiionsarc 
pocked with earthen pits tut were 
— and sometimes still ore V used os 
dumps for industrial chemicals and 
radioactive wastes. Washington 
state's Hanford Nuclear Reservation 
alone has more than 1,000 sites 
where toxic materials were inten- 
tionally or accidentally dumped. 

Sewage systems, many of IWOs 
vintage and never upgraded, routine- 
ly leak pollutants into the ground or 
nearby waterways. Air-pollution con- 
trols arc ina dequate or nonexistent. 

In the nexHis^fisedryears alone, 
DOE has c.stimalcd, about $13 billion 
Mill be needed to address problems 
that pose an immediate threat to 
Marker safely or the environment. A 
DOE report released in July made it 
clear that the Reagan admini.strolion 
had not figured out Mherc the money 
would come from. The report noted

TOKYO — Many people here were 
stunned last week when a poll re- 
vealed Uiat white Japanese ranked 
the United States first on a list of 
'most trustworthy" nation.^, Japan 
didn't even finish in the top 10 of na- 
tions Americans trust most. 

The revealing sun’cy, conducted 
by Japan's Yoraiuri Shimbun news- 
paper with the Gallup Organiiation. 
is seen as another example of how 
the U.S. budget and trade deficits 
combined with an inability to suc- 
cessfully pcnetroie Japan's markcU 
with such products as beef, rice and 
manufactured goods is coloring 


American attitudes toward the 
Japanese. 

There is no doubt that continuing 
trade friction between the two na- 
tions is beginning to erode confi- 
dence in Japan from the American 
pcnfpcctivc," said Japanese writer 
and*critic Yutaka Kawahara. 

Americans ranked Canada as the 
nation they trusted most, followed by 
Britain, Australia, Si^itzorland, Swe- 
den. France, West Germany, Nor- 
way, the Netherlands and New 
Zealand. Japan was ranked 11th, 
with just 15 percent of a cross sec- 
tion of Americans calling it their 
'most trustworthy" nation. 

In the Midwest, however, which 


has been hit hardest by Japanese 
competition in the autoroobilc. steel 
and machinery industries. Japan 
was called the most trustworthy na- 
tion by just 12 percent of those 
polled. 

Following the United States on the 
Japanese list * were Britain. Aus- 
tralis, China, Swituriond. Canada. 
France, West Germany, South Koren 
and the Netherlands. 

"Something is dcftnitely happening 
to the relationship between Japan 
and the United States," said Kawa- 
hani. 'I think both countries need to 
rethink where they are end where 
they are going.'

Once the gold has been removed, 
tbo cyanide solution is recycled. 
Only a little cyanide is added to the 
solution to replace the amount that is 
broken down. 

Any cyanide that should escape 
won't last long in the environment, 
Myera said. It is qmckly destroyed 
by ultraviolet rays. 

The mining company, however, 
has more at stake than protecting 
the environment in making sure 
none of the cyanide solution escapes. 

*If ^ solution gets out, the gold 
goes out with it.* Myers said. The 
leaching and 'pregnant* ponds are 
double lined with leak detectors be- 
tween the layers. All ditches also 
' would be lined. The whole operation 
is -designed for aro discharge, ‘not 
just to protect the environment, but 
to protect our investmert.* he said.

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UNLV works to block Nevada brain drain 


LAS VEGAS (AP) — On a campua where has- 
' kcLball players arc courted with a religious zeal, 
Nc,v8da's brightest students arc getting a second 
look, 'thanks to a university chief who resolved to 
reverse this state's "brain drain.’ 

Shortly after his arrival four years ago, Robert 
Maxson initiated a program that makes the Uni- 
versity of Nevada-I^s Vegas the only university - 
in the country offering a four-year scholarship to 
the valedictorian of every highachool in the state. 
"Wo'yc always offered full scholarships to ath- 
. letically talented youngsters,’ he said in an inter- 
view this week. "I think that's OK. But it made 
sense to me that if we were going to offer full 
scholarships to athletically talented youngsters, 
we ought to be able to offer the same to academi- 
cally talented youngsters.’ 

A one-liner often heard in this basketball-crazy 
entertainment capital is that someday someone 


would build a great university befitting the 
stature of the Nevada-Las Vegas Runnin’’ Rebels, 
a perennial college basketball power. 

Masson, a gregarious, 50-ycar-otd Texas irans- 
plant-took the challenge seriously when he came 
to UNLV from the University of Houston in 1984. 

Ho has guided the university through its great- 
est period of growth, increasing enrollment from 
10,000 to 15,000. 

He has coaxed millions o\A o f the state's c asino 
owners and corporate giants for scholarships and 
educational programs. He sold thoEumma Corp. 
on helping to fund an engineering school turned 
hr the company's founder, Howard Hughes. 

Maxson launched the scholarship program alter 
arriving in this glitter city and learning that the' 
gaming industry can be a major resource for edu- 
cating Nevada's young people. At the time, 46 per- 
cent of Nevada's high school graduates were leav- 


ing the state to continue their education. 

’Wo wpre raided 49lh in the country, second 
ordy to Alaska in the number of young people we 
were losing,’ Maxson recalled. ’We knew if we 
were going to build a ^at university, we were 
going to iuve to keep the best and brightest in 
Nevada." . 

Maxson's answer: Offer the valedictorian of 
each of Nevada's S3 high schools a $10,000, four- 
year scholarship to UI^V, 'no questions asked, 
major in anything you wai^’ Recipients are still 
free to receive other scholarships. 

Maxson went searching for the dellars to make 
it work. He recoiled touting the program at a lun- 
cheon meeting end being approached by Margaret 
Elordi, owner of the Frontier Hotel and Casino, 
who told Maxson she wanted to ‘give something 
back to the state* by investing in the young people - 
ofNcvoda.

In what has become something of an ahmtal ritual, local 
school officials across the Magic Volley are once again 
putting the arm on ncwly-elocted state legislators for more 
money for Idaho’s education system. 

But sadly, they have drawn a wide einlo of subject areas 
they don't want the state to meddle in, from superintendent 
accountability to consolidation. 

In ofliMt, they’re saying, give us more money, but don’t ask 
how wo're going to use it. 

The familiar scenario was repeated last week in a couple of 
the usual forums, a school boards’ meeting and a presenta- 
tion by local superintendents for area legislators. 

Here were some themes: 

-No, legislators should not mandate school consolidation 
to improve educational quality and, perhaps, save money. 

Wouldn’t w a nt to cut a ny of those $40,000 to $60,000 ad- 
ministrator jobs, now would'wc? TV6u'd6ubrthe figure?’Juat'“ 
ask.) 

-No, school administrators don’t need any additional stan- 
dards, such as required familiarity with budgeting and fi- 
nances. 'Ibacher standards arc fine, though. 

Funny, they must have overlooked the Castlcford superin- 
tendent a few years ago who had a yen for X-rated videos or 
the sloppy account practices which allowed Shoshone offi- 
cials to keep some $10,000 in a file cabinet this fall just wait- 
ing to bo stolen. 

(Want a good project? Look ot how much your dietrict 
takes in in un-audited funds and so-called "activity and ath- 
letic accounts” for which there little or no accounting.) 

-Yes, lower the majority now needed to pass school bond 
votes from the two-thirds vote now needed. A simple majori- 
ty will do nicely, and thanks for the additional money, folks. 

-No, we couldn't possibly ask for more from the people in 
direct overrides for which we might have to explain the 
need. Why, just let that good ole’ sugar daddy, the Idaho Leg- 
islature, insulate us from having to explain the costs and 
beneflta in our local communities. 

Some of those points found their way into a Times-Ncws 
article on Wednesday, which ironically was published on the 
same day as an opinion article by Texas businessman H. 
Ross Perot, who headed a 'Ibxas committee (o improve that 
state’s school system. 

Many of Ferof t points dealt with the quality of local school 
administration and leadership. There had to be change from 
a system in which many school administrators are recycled 
coaches snd in whirir athletic activities are rampant; in 
which there is no economic accounting for programs; in 
which activities and a long list of non-essentials crowd the 
school day; in which there is predous little vision, clearly- 
stated oliiectivet or philosophy at the top. i 

Change the name of the state and much of whnt;Pcrot is 
talking about is true today in Idaho educational administra- 
tion. 

That is not to say things can’t be changed here. Many leg- 
— islatoTB'knownhis, buffer manyTeasons.-things go-onr-year- 
to year, pretty much as they are. 

When, for example, was the last time you heard about a 
school administrator being let ga for incompetence? 

As Perot suggests, Tbxas is now on the way to dosing the 
education gops in his state. Where is Idaho? Where are the 
Magic Valley schools going? 

As with many other things, folks, wc get the level of excel- 
lence in education which wo ore willing to insist upon. And 
as Perot suggests, until we insist on more, we’ll got just 
about what wc have now,

What arc the consequences of all 
this in world affairs? 

Soviet foreign policy is currently 
dominated by a single effort: to pre- 
sent the Soviet Union as a changed 
country, dedicated not only to greater 
cHldcncy but to democracy and more 
freedom. 

But wc need to remomber that 
glasnost is relatively easy; unlike 
economic and deep political reforms, 
it largely involves the removal of 
some restrictions and the right sig- 
nals to the intellectual elite. 

Despite Russia's new flexibility, 
the rivalry between the United 
States and the Soviet Union — and 
the larger rivalry between the free 
western societies and totalitarian so- 
cieties — is not over. That is especial- 
ly clear from the fairly obvious Soviet 
attempts to divide NATO and to de- 
nuclearize Europe. 

A more benign, pragmatic and less 
ideologically driven Russia may actu- 
ally present a greater challenge than 
the old, heavy-handed, crusading 
power which frightened people and 
often was its own worst enemy. 

Finally, the failure of Marxism has 
important echoes in the advanced in- 
dustrial countries. For decades, in 
Western Europe and parts of Asia, 
the dominant conflict was between 
communism ond the free society. Tb- 
day, the public debate has moved to 
the center: it is concerned with differ- 
f-ntformn and dcgrccs of the free so- 
ciety. 

Wc should not forget what gave 

risclO'Mflnlsm in the first place. Tl 

was not only a rebellion against the 
misery caused by the Industrial Rev- 
olution, but against the lack of spirit 
luality and common humanity in ear- 
ly capitalism. 

The free market, efficiency, the cre- 
ation of wealth — by themselves — 
will not satisfy people in the long run 
unlcsa their non-material yearning, 
their spiritual needs arc also scr\ cd- 

That cannot be done by govern- 
ments and their bureaucracies, but 
must be accomplished by our church- 
es, our community institutions, by 
the marshaling of all our spiritual re- 
sources. Unless wc also succeed in 
this dimension, the failure of Marx- 
ism will not ultimately benefit our 
side.

As a measure of how deeply spend- 
ing is ingrained, tho United Stotes 
over tho past six years borrowed a - 
whooping $700 billion from foreign 
lenders to get the wherewithal to live 
quite nicely on imported goods while 
saving a pittance. 

"Wo now know the miracle of sup- 
ply-side economics," says C. Prod 
Bergston, director of the Institute for 
Intomational Economics. The for- 
eigners supplied much of tho goods 
and most of the money.' 

But tho United States' spending 
binge has its serious downside. 

'The sharp decline in the overseas 
value of the dollar over the past two 
weeks since Bush's election, despite 
his presumed sympathy to the busi- 
ness community, underscores the 
economy's tenuoas nature after lhc.se 
years of relying on funds from 
abroad. 

Investors around the world, refo- 
cused again on economic reality after 
the election, arc indicating by selling 
dollars a shaky confidence in the 
ability of Bush, holding only an un- 
certain mandate and facing even 
larger Democratic majorities in 
Congress, to monage the economy 
under potential stress from depen- 
dence on thc.se foreign loans, 

The dollar has become in n way n 
barometer of how well the world 


thinks Bush is doing. < 

That docs not mean the ceiling U 
about to fall on tho nation if the Bush 
administration in the traditional f^t < 
100 days for fast action fails to dc^ 
dedsivcly-with economic issues, rep- 
resented by the low savihg rates as 
reflected in the huge budget deficit 

In fact private economists, who 
usually sec a dark cloud over every 
horizon, predict no crisis necessarily 
lies ahead that could force U'c White 
House and Capitol Hill to come to- 
gether on a compromise. Even Ben- 
jamin M. Friedman, a Harvard eco- 
nomics professor and author of a new 
book with the foreboding title 'Day of 
Reckoning," says that there was . 
nothing in his analysis that said 'a 
blowout has to come this spring or 
any particular time." 

Foreign investors appear still to 
have enough confidence In the Amer- 
ican economy to keep funds flowing 
and, when that money flow fails o^, 
the central banks around the world ' 
seem ready to prop up the dollor. 

The current lack of evidence of an 
. economic storm ahead means there is 
probably some time left to copo with 
the deficit. 

However, it also means there is no 
immediate pressure to bring about a 
reconciliation between Bush's p.cdgc 
to oppose higher taxes ond the pre- 
vailing view among Democrats that a 
tax increase is unavoidable. 

Even the stock market cra.sh is 
nearly a forgotten occurrence. A sur- 
vey issued last week by.thc Universi-- 
ty of Michigan .showed consumer con- 
fidence more favorable than nt any 
time over the past two years. 

Although it is not the slulT of head- 
lines or television sound bites, this i.s 
the nation's fundamental economic 
problem.

Report states rent control often hurts people 


WASHINGTON - Rent control of- 
ten harms the people it is intended to 
help and is unfair to property own- 
ers, according to a new cvatunlion 
sponsored by the Urban Land Insti- 
tute and 12 housing- and Icnding-in- 
duslry organizations, 

In the analysis, real-esUile 
economist Anthony Downs concludes 
rent controls "provide short-run ben- 
efits" for low-income renters, "l)ut 
have immense long-run disadvan- 
tages," including "inhibiting develop- 
ment of new rental units and encour- 
aging dotcriomlion of existing ones." 

The study sponsored by the Urban 
Land Institute, a research gniiip 
funded largely by the development 
industry, apparently eonlradicts the 
findings of another report on ri-nl 
control published a month earlier by 
the Urlian Institute, a research group 
concerned witli a variety of social and 


economic prohleins. the last 20 years, "usually with the 

The Urban Institute's study con- staled goal of insulating low- and 


eluded that the District of Columbia s 
controversial rent-control law has 
held down the cost of housing for 
most city renters and has. not pre- 
vented properly owners from making 
reasonable profits. 

The District of Columbia study 
was mandated by the eilys 19H5 
Rental Housing Act to assess the im- 
pact of rent control on the cost and 
supply of rental housing, the effec- 
tiveness of city rental-assistance pro- 
grams and the mimlier of District 
re.sidcnLs living in substandard hous- 
ing. About two-thirds of the city's 
rental housing is subject to rent con- 
tnd. 

Downs, a senior fellow at the 
Hnuikings Institution, a think-tank 
here, evaluated the effects of rent- 
control laws througboul the country. 

.More than 2l'<) C.S. cities and 
towns have enacleii rent control in

WASHINGTON (AP) - The new. 
ofTort-by OPEC to limit oil produc- 
tion, if successful, will worsen infla- 
tionary pressures in the United 
States at least temporarily and put 
more upward pressure on interest 
rates, many economists'bclieve. 

That would mean slower growth 
next year and make President-elect 
George Bush's elTort to trim the fed- 
eral deficit without tax increases 
even harder, these analysts said. 

Falling energy prices have been a 
key factor helping offset drought-in- 
duced increases in food prices over 
the past several months. 

But that fall apparently is about to 
bo reversed. Instead of declining, 
gasoline and hcoting oil costs will be 
rising, just as the worst impact of 
the summer drought will bo hitting 
grocery stores, economists believe. 

Those forecasts arc being made 
even though analysts ore skeptical 
that the 13 nations of OPEC will be 
able to reach their target of pushing 
oil prices up to $18 per barrel. 

Instead, a more likely outcome is 
Uiat oil. prices will rise to between 
$15 and S6 per barrel, up from lows 
of $12 per barrel this year. 

If that occurs, David Wyss, an 
economist at Data Resources Inc., 
predicted that consumer prices will 
climb at an annual rate approaching

INDIANAPOLIS — As the Demo- 
cratic Party .struggles to define it- 
self, searching for a candidate ond a 
message to someday regain the 
White House, some believe the an- 
swer might lie in Indiana.

If Bayh had lost the governor's 
race, some prominent Democrats 
have said, the two-party system in 
Indiana might never have recovered. 

As it was, his victory is being 
hailed by Democrats on the. national 
scene, who already are touting Bayh 
as one of the prominent faces in the 
party's future.

The Baltic republic of Estonia on 
Nov. 16 issued a "declaration of 
sovereignly" from the central govern- 
mcnl in all areas but defense and for- 
eign policy. It also a'pprovqd an 
omendment to the republic's consti- 
tution requiring Estonian approval of 
■flll new Soviet laws.- - 

Officials in the Baltic republics of 
Latvio and Lithuania blunted similar 
moves. 

But the latter declared Lithuanian 
its official language and restored the 
flag of the state that was indepen- 
dent before World War II. 

In the southern republic of Azer- 
boijan. ethnic fighting broke out be- 
tween Mo.slcm Azerbaijanis and 
Christian Armenians, who dominate 
the Nagorno-Karabakh region and 
want it to be annexed lo neighboring 
Armenia. 

The ethnic tensions have culminat- 
ed in massive demonstrations and 
Strikes that first begnn in February. 

Last week, in the largest outbreak 
of violence In Azerbaijan sinre early 
spring, at least six people were killed 
and more than 100 injured. 

Following the Kremlin's rejection 
in July of the Armenians' demands, 
mony activists said they had lost 
faith in Gorbachev.

BEIRin^ Lebanon (AP) -> Rival Shiite militia- 
men fought fierce street battles on Saturday, and 
the pro^yrian forces drove the Iranian-backed 
fighters out of moat of west Beirut Police said ^ 
pco^e wore killed and &4 wounded. 

Also Saturday, the Internationa! Red Cross be- 
gan pulling out its Swiss staff from Lebanon, 10 
days after one of its employees was kidnapped in 
Sidon.

BOSTON (AP) — The Canadian 
earthquake felt over a vridc arco of 
the northeostem United Stales 
should get people to poy more atten- 
tion to making essential buildings in 
the region ea^quakc-proof, a geolo- 
gist said Saturday. 

'Earthquakes in New England arc ; 
relatively infrequent but they do oc- 
cur," said Dr. John Ebel, a seismolo- 
gist at the Westan Observatory at 
Boston College in Newton. "With 
that in mind , wc need t o be sure that . 
critical facilities arc made to stand 
up to earthquakes. 

Ebel said Massachusetts is one of 
the few states in New England that 
hove a seismic provision required in 
the construction of major structures 
like tall buildings and hospitals. New 
York state recently required that 
some structures meet earthquake 
codes, Ebel sold. 

Nuclear’pdwer plahlFTn'UiTregrdn 
are constructed to withstand earth- 
quakes, Ebel said. 

Friday's quake, centered 95 miles 
north of Quebec City, registcri-d 6.0 
on the Richter scale, according to 
U.S. ond Canadian seismic monitors.

Mob bust fulfills 
dreams for team 


PHILADELPHU (AP) - Prose- 
cutors arc praud to be compared to 
crime-busting Elliot Ness and hla 
teem of "Untouchables" following a 
courtroom triumph that has gutted 
the leadership of organized crime 
in Pennsylvania and southern New 
Jersey. 

They don't run around with ma- 
chine guns and axes like Ness and 
his men while fighting Chicago 
gangsters like A1 Capone and bust- 
ing up moonshine stills a half-cen- 
tury ago. 

And, says Joel Friedman, chief 
of the federal Organized Crime 
Strike Force here: "Elliot Ness was 
more a Lone Rongcr against the 
world, and that's not exactly what 
we are." 

But they got a lot of satisfaction 
from the Nov. 19 jury convictions of 
mob boas Nicodemo "Little Nicky" 
Searfo and 16 La Cosa Nostra as-

Scattered juvenile detention cen- 
ters serving Idaho’s 44 counties 
"probably is not the way to go, but 
it’s an aitemalivG that makes sense," 


Tallmon said. "I would like to see 
enough spread to cover the entire 
state. It’s hard on families to be 200 
or 300 miles from their kids." i 

'IhUmon said counties might be 
better olT avoiding compkx and cost- 
ly arrangements for housing juvenile 
offenders, - 

"Some areas arc looking for some- 
thing big to answer their problem 
when simplidty may be OK," he said. 
"I have hope the counties won't lose 
their good old Idaho heart"

Owrsicy said Phillips is "not afraid " 
to dean even the dirtiest mess. "He 
is sincere in the way he feels and 
what he docs," the mayor said. 

In a recent interview, Phillips, 
wearing navy blue work overalls, ex- 
plained why he works without pay 
for the people of Hagerman Valley. 

Their kindness ho.s been very 
touching to me." he said. "My reward 
ks jii.s( knowing tJ)e.se people. That 
means a lotto mo.’ 

Phillips said he spent half his life 
in Las Vegas and Los Angeles, where 
neighbors don't know each other, 
money is all tliat counts and a kind 
deed makes people suspidous. 

After living in Salmon, Hailey and 
Buhl„ Phillips moved to Hngcrman 
about a year ago. 

Since then, he said, everyone in 
this river valley has treated him like 
tin old friend. 'Tltey gave Phillip.') use 
of garden space, anonymously 
brought him ’a huge bo.x of groceries ’ 
for Thanksgiving, let him have mit- 
(hled sandwiches from stores and 
gave him fresh fruit. 


And when one person he barely 
knew olTcrcd to advance him some 
money. Phillips recalled, "I pretty 
near fbll through the floor. People 
just don't do that where I came from. 
I didn't know how to respond to it" 

But the newcomer did respond. He 
saw that people can be generous in- 
stead of selfish and hostile. "It's an 
cxpcricnco of a lifetime to under- 
stand nnd realize that difference,'’ 
Phillips said. "Their kind attitude 
changed me as a person." 

Phillips said money "has never 
been any inducement" to him and, he 
admitted, that may have been why 
his two marriages failed. Barter and 
trade, or jiist doing work for the fun 
of it, is more rewarding then setting 
a dollar figure, he said, calling this 
the "bam raising philosophy," where 
building a barn for a neighbor used 
lo be a big party of free help. 

With a ninth grade education, self- 
taught Phillips said he has worked 


as a maintenance mechanic, a ware- 
house supervisor, a power house op- 
erator at Boulder Dam, a' carpehter, 
a storekeeper and a journeyman elec- 
trician. His fun activities have in- 
cluded sky diving, racing dragsters, 
outboard boat and motorcycles, and 
fishing "first, lost and always." 

Phillips' file includes outspoken 
letters he has written to newspapers 
and politicians, often urging environ- 
mental protection. 

Since the rear end went out on his 
1965 Impala and he cannot afford to 
fix it, Phillips, who collects $564 per 
month in social security, said he 
pla,ns to get a bicycle for transporta- 
tion. His last mojor purchase was a 
ladder for $165 so he could paint and 
do other odd jobs. 

This month, the Hagerman QRU is 
trying to recruit some people to take 
emergency medical training and, said 
Phillips, "If I were 100 years younger 
I’d be right m the middle of it"

JEROME — Public Works Director 
^nny Sloan is formulating a bond 
issue proposal for the Jerome' City 
Council to raise funds to repair the 
Jerome Community Swimming Pool. 

Sloan plans to meet with Jerome 
Recreation Krcctor Mike Pepper to 
iron out details fdr the Dec. 6 council 
meeting.' Officials cstimato repairs 
will cost between $25,000 and 
$30,000 but Sloan said no decision 
has been made regarding what size 


bond to issue. - 

City ofindals have desenbed the 
pool as dangerous and needing new 
or repaired filters, plumbing, back- 
washing devices and boiler systems. 
"We *arc looking at borrowed time' 
right now, not only os far as how long 
all of this will last, but also for safety 
reasons," Pepper said. 

Officials currently agree the pool’s 
three gravel filters should bo re- 
placed with a high-pressure, sand fil- 
ter, which should be located outside 
the pool, away from the plumbing 
connections in the underground 


maintenance room. 

Another problem is the backwash- 
ing system, which docs not move tho 
water to the sewer fast enough,, 
which results in vvatcr on the floor 
near electrical panels. 

. But a bond issue, if successful, 
would not nnerate money until 1990 
at the earliest, partly due to provi- 
sions for public comment 

Sloan said the city will have to 
continue tb keep the pool in shape in 
the meantime. "It's still in as good a 
shape as it was last year as for as we 
know," he said, but added that he has

Generation to generation 

Youths help shut-ins 
celebrate Thanksgiving

TWIN FALLS — The hosts didn’t 
always catch everything that was 
said. And the guests didn't always 
understand references to events 
fore their birth. But oil agreed it 
was a great experience. 

Last Saturday, youths from the 
First Baptist Chui^ in Twin Falls 
prepared and took Thanksgiving 
dinners to four shut-in mcmMrs of 
their congregation. 

More importantly, in groups of 
two or three, they stayed and dined 
with their elderly hosts in the shut- 
ins' own homes. 

They talked. And they learned 
many things. And when their par- 
ents called for them, some of them 
said they weren't ready to leave. 

The youths hadn't gone into this 
intergencrational project unpre- 
pared. 

In order to gain understanding of 
the physical handicaps some seniors 
endure, the youths put cotton in 
their cars and kept one leg stiff 
when they walked 

The youths had done an extensive 
"time warp," experience, said the 
Rev. Revis T^mer, youth pastor. The 
teens underwent six different exor- 
cises to help them realize how they 
might feel 60 years from now. 

They also read appropriate scrip- 
ture to get a Christian perspective 
on aging. 

A^r their shared meal, the teens 


were enthusiastic and said they 
were ready to do it again. 

At a report session back at the 
church, they marveled at the huge 
generation gap and admitted initial 
feelings of uncase. 

Their reactions and the comments 
came fast and furious: 

"It was fun. They talked about 
how wonderful it was of us to come." 

'They had a lot of antique stuff 
and pictures all over." 

" Our lady had shells everywhere 

— even a little house make of 
them." • 

"She wouldn't let us do the dishes 

— she said she wanted to enjoy our 
company and could do them later." 

"It was weird how they talked 
about the past — like World War I. " 

Many of the youths were amazed 
that people simply could be so old. 
as two of the shut-ins who arc in 
their 90s. 

Their children are about the ago 
of our grandparent-s." Misti Lucich 
said. 

But Jeanette Fuller said she felt 
more at case because she secs both 
a grandmother and great-grand- 
mother frcouently. 

Contemplating the vicissitudes of 
age cast a momentary pall over the 
group as they compared notes on 
their host.s' hearing difficulties 
and/or other physical infirmities. 

"it's kind of scary," one said. 

Stacey Lucich referred bock to 
their time warp exercise. 

"I thought that was just some-

thing you guys decided we should 
do, " he said with youthful tactless- - 
ness to the pastor. But. he admitted, 
having to walk with rocks in his 
shoes, made him mure understand- 
ing of his host s fraililics. 

Concern for their health was a 
general topic of the elderly shut-ins. 


the youths reported. 

TTtey said things like, "We re too 
old to do anything" and "We enn't 
get around ns fast as we used to.' 

It seemed almost incomprehensi- 
ble to the high school and junior 
high youths that people could have 
lived 'more years in one house than 


wo are old." 

One woman had lived in her 
house for 25 years, while another 
had been in the same location for 60 
years. 

Several youths said they fell 
"stupid" having to repeal remarks 
for their elderly hosts. But soon they 


were laughing when one boy said he 
told his host he planned to go skiing 
tomorrow, his hostess replied 
she 'wasn't going to church either." 

The teens seemed impressed with 
how "hungry" their hosts were to 
see young people again. When older

Retailers expect bah-humbug attitude from shoppers

Sizing up the coming holiday shopping sea- 
son for retailers is proving easy, with mer- 
chants' visions midway between sugarplums 
and a lump of coal. 

'It will bo ho-hum instead of ho-ho-ho," 
said Cari Steidtmann, vice president ond 
chief economist of Management Horizons, a 
consulting comoany in Columbus, Ohio. 

. . Retailers, who have suffered through a 
sluggish year so far, have ordered cautiously 
and say that they have no plans to repeat the 
frcnzicd discounting that turned last season 
into a bargain-hunter's delight, marred as it 
was by consumer uninterest in fashions and 


skiltishness after that October's stock mar- 
ket crash. As a result, customers who were 
spoiled last year by the price cuts of desper- 
ate retailers will probably be disappointed 
this time. , 

But retailers, usually an optimistic lot, arc 
low-key in their predictions for the holiday, 
categorizing their expectations ns ’reason- 
ably good," “not a bnm burner,’ "respectable" 
or ’cautious." 

Kurt Barnard, publisher of the Retail Mar- 
keting Report newsletter in Now York, re- 
flects the gloomy mood. "Retailers arc faced 
with a Christmas that is going to be dull at 
the very best," he said. "They're trying to 
minimize the downside as much as po.ssiblc." 


RelailcrB and economists expect the impor- 
tant fourth quarter — which usually ac- - 
counts for one-third of merchants' annual 
sales and SO percent to 60 p^xsnt of their 
profits — to show only modest sales grow^ 
of 4 percent to 6 percent. After inflation is 
taken into account, that will mean real gains 
of Q paltry 1 percent to 3 percent, compared 
vrith last holiday's real growth of just over 2 
percent (In one respect however, this may be 
a bettor year If retailers can hold the line 
against price discounts, profits arc likely to 
. be improved overl9B7.) 

Such modest forecasts belie the fact that 
consumers appear to be heading into the holi- 
day in high spirits. 


'It's clear that the American public views 
itself ns doing quite well these days," .soid 
Andrew J. Brown, orcsidcnl of Opinion Re- 
search Corp., a marketing research company 
in Princeton, N.J. "People arejvorking and 
money's around. Nobody seems to feel he's in 
bad shape." 

On the other hand, shoppers' recollections 
of last year's uneasiness nave not dimmed, 
he noted. "Ever since last October ... wo have 
seen people indicoting a desire to avoid major 
purchases and to do less credit spending," he 
said. "And that has an impact on Christmas." 

Since September 1987, when the nation's 
savings rote hit an all-time low, consumers 
have been slowly rebuilding their caches of 


cash. Meanwhile, deportment store credit 
balances hove been declining since February, 
said Thomos H. Tbshjian, vice president of 
retail trade at the Scidler Amdec Securities 
brtikcragc in Los Angeles. 

"Overall ... the consumer salc.s trends ore 
showing the impact of nn aging 'baby boom' 
(set) who are more attuned to their home, to 
.saving n little more and to being a lot more 
practical about their spending," he said. 

Such a spending environment has proved 
especially difficult for the nation's latest re- 
tailer, &ars, Roebuck & Co., which has 
watched its business dctcriornto of late. This 
holiday it is mounting a television advertis-

Next farm bill4ieeds flexible control, report says 


The Associ.nted Pre.ss 

WASHINGTON - A congressional 
agency soys the next major farm bill 
.should pniridc for flexible control of 
crop production so that fanners c.in 
respond more readily to market op- 
portunities. 

In one of n series of reports about 
issues in the forthcoming Bush ad- 
ministration, the General Accounting 
Agency .said the 1990 farm bill needs 
to retain the outhority of the Agricul- 
lure Department to influence crop 
production in limes of surplus ond 
scarcity. 

But the GAO, an investigative arm 
of Congress, said the currcnl farm 
law, enacted in 1985. has bod a num- 
ber of shortcomings. 

The law has helped U5. agricul- 
ture to become more competitive in 
the world market while mointaining 


farm income, the report said. 

"This SUCCC.SS, however, has come 
at n cost much higher than that of 
previous farm bills." the GAO said. 
"Between fiscal years 1986 and 1988, 
farm price ond income support pro- 
grams averaged over S20 billion an- 
nually." 

Farm programs should be designed 
to "prevent the nccumulnlion of un- 
needed surpluses' and still hold 
down the USDA's costs of operating 
them, the report said. 

According to USDA budget figures, 
spending on farm commodity sup- 
ports soared to a record S25.8 billion 
in fiscal 1986, the first year of opera- 
Uon under the 1 985 law, but have de- 
clined since then. 

The 1985 farm bill moved farm 
programs in a more market-orientod 
direction." the GAO said. "However, 
rigidities in the bill's production con- 


trol provisions have discouraged 
fanners from producing certain 
crops, even when commerriiil market 
conditions arc favorable." 

For example, it said, the programs 
this year affected decisions of farm- 
ers in the Corn Bell, who maintained 
their level of com plantings and did 
not expand their soybeans despite a 
strong soybean market relative to 
com. 

"Increases in soybean acres may 
have improved market returns for 
agriculture and tempered production 
expansion by foreign producers who 
compete with U.S, farmers in world 
markcLs," the report .said. 

Congress modified the law this 
year in response to the drought to al- 
low soybeans to be planted on com 
acres in 1989 without farmers losing 
future benefits under the com pro- 
gram. 


'The 1990~^rm~bHt-d i^ato sh o u ld — 
focus on such alternatives that retain 
USDA' ability to influence crop pro- 
duction but provide more flexibility 
to respond to market opportunities," 
the report said. 

GAO boss Charles A. Bowshcr said 
that other concerns lawmakers 
should address include: 

— Reducing the cost of Farmers 
Home Administration loan programs. 

— Finding long-term ways of re- 
ducing dairy surpluses. 

— Strengthening the viability of 
the USDA's federal crop insurance 
program, 

— Enhancing U.S. agricultural 
competitiveness in world markets. 

— Improving the delivery of food 
stomp benefits to low-income fami- 
lies.

Animal rights measure defeated 


BOSTON — The animal rights ref- 
erendum, Question 3 on thcMas- 
' Rflchusctts ballot, was defeated with 
71 percent of the vote in thcrcccnt 
’election, ending more than a year of 
speculation and fear onagriculturc 
fronts, according to the National 
Wool GrowcrsAssociation, 

The measure would have imposed 
. strict animal rearing standards on- 
farmers in that state. Three weeks 
prior to the election, it appearedtho 
measure would easily pass, but state 


formers went to work with ihc.Mna- 
sachusetts Committee to Save the 
Family Farm and convinced the vot- 
ersto oppose the measure. Key issues 
in determining the vole were thepo- 
tcnliol loss of forming ns o way <if life 
and the potential loss ofMns- 
sachusetts land from agriculture to 
development. 

Approximately S500.000 was spent 
in agriculturc'scffort to defeat the 
measure, with funds coming in from 
farm groupsnation-widc. 


DENVER — The European Com- 
munity's ban on importing me.il from 
animals' treated with growth hor- 
mones will affect the U.S. sheep in- 
dustr)-. according to the US Meat Ex- 
port Federation.
